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Some Myths of Sex Inheritance 


HAT certain bulls or cows have a specific tendency 
T (inherited or otherwise), to produce a preponderance 

of male or female calves has been demonstrated to 
be contrary to the facts in a very comprehensive investiga- 
tion made by Ivar Johansson (Scandinavian American 
Fellow of the Ultuna Agricultural College), Sweden, who 
has been in residence at the University of Wisconsin 
carrying on his studies in cooperation with L. J. Cole 
(Genetics). On the other hand this research shows clearly 
that such variations as occur in the sex of calves from 
particular parents are due to chance alone. 

The study was based on a large number of very care- 
fully compiled private herd records of three Swedish 
breeds of cattle, ie., Swedish Red and White, Swedish 
Friesian and Swedish Landraces (the native Swedish 
cattle), and also on data obtained from the herd books of 
the Finnish Ayrshire breed and the East and West Finnish 
Landrace breeds. The births that were tabulated and 
classified total over 124,000. 

It was found that the normal ratio of male calves born 
was 106.2 to every 100 females, with no significant varia- 
tion in this respect between the several breeds that were 
studied. This ratio checks closely with data secured by 
other investigators based on studies with breeds of cattle 
kept in the United States. 

Another popular belief shown to have no foundation 
was the discovery that there is no significant tendency for 
a cow or bull to have more heifer calves when a particu- 
lar parent is young in years or when relatively old. The 
ratio between male and female calves remains prac- 
tically constant regardless of the age of the cow or of the 
sire. The season of the year when the calf is born like- 
wise has no effect in determining the sex. 


Twin calves on the other hand are more likely to be 
females than males. On the average there are only 96.34 
twin calves of male sex for every 100 that are females. 
This lower ratio of male calves in instances of multiple 
birth is probably explained by the larger number of male 
young that are born so early in the gestation period that 
they fail to live. It has been demonstrated that in the 
case of abortions and stillbirths with many species of 
mammals as well as cattle (it is also true with humans), 
appreciably more males than females are thus expelled 
from the mother’s uterus prematurely or dead. Data 
secured in this investigation indicate that with aborted 
calves the ratio is 143.07 males for each 100 females. The 
conditions in the maternal uterus thus seem less favor- 
able for a male fetus than for a female. This study has 
confirmed the common observation that twins are less 
rugged and strong than calves born singly, so it is natural 
to suppose that a larger than normal number of male 
calves will be expelled prematurely from the uterus when 
the cow is carrying twins. This result would correspond- 
ingly increase the ratio of twin calves carried the full 
term which are of the female sex, due to the selective 
early mortality of the male calves. 

Twin Calvés Undesirable—The birth weight of a twin 
calf is only 70 to 80 per cent that of a calf born singly, its 
vitality is somewhat less, and the death rate of twins is 
noticeably higher. Among the Swedish herds studied the 
death rate during calfhood was three times as high for 
twin calves as for those born singly. 


Extensive investigations by Johansson and others have 
shown that about 92 per cent of all heifers born as co- 
twins to bulls are sterile, “free martins”’. 

The carrying of twiuis seems to be 
reproductive organs of a cow, for the records indicate 
that jthe calving interval immediately succeeding the 
delivery of twins is on the average, with the Swedish and 
Finnish breeds, 17 days longer than the interval imme- 
diately preceding such twinning. 

Twinning in cattle seems to be an inherited characteris- 
tic which may be transmitted by either the sire or the 
dam, and varies appreciably between breeds and also 
between individuals within the breed. Swedish Friesian 
cattle have nearly twice as many twins as the Swedish 
Red and White breed and the Swedish Landraces (3.35, 
1.85 and 1.81 per cent of births, respectively, for the three 
breeds being twins). In general, twin calves are more 
common among dairy breeds than among beef breeds. 

The age of the cow has a pronounced influence on the 
frequency of twinning. Up to the age of 8 or 9 years 
there is a steady increase in the percentage of twin calves 
produced, with a gradual decrease thereafter. For 
instance in the Swedish Friesian breed only 1.09 per cent 
of births were twins with cows 2 to 3 years of age, 2.38 
per cent at 3 to 4 years, and a steady increase up to 4.72 
per cent at 7 to 8 years. The age of the bull at the time 


of mating has no influence on the ratio of twin calves 
born.

There seems to be a significant seasonal variation in 
the frequency of twins born in the Swedish and Finnish 
breeds of cattle. Twins are most frequent in the months 
of June and July, and again in December and January. 
The reasons for this are not yet entirely clear. 

Cows that have given birth to one set of twins are 
much more likely to produce twins subsequently than are 
cows which have never given birth to twins, but this 
tendency varies between breeds, thus indicating that all 
mothers of twins are not genetically alike regarding the 
character in question. After the first set of twins cows of 
the Swedish Red and White breed and the Swedish Land- 
races, were found on the average to have another multiple 
birth in 6.61 per cent of their subsequent calvings. For 
the Swedish Friesian cows this tendency was twice as 
great, being 12.69 per cent. 

Some animals seems to carry a strong inheritance of 
the tendency to produce twins. In one herd of Swedish 
Red and White cattle it was found that a certain bull, 
Prins Lejonhjarta, sired 101 daughters of which 24 sub- 
sequently became mothers of twins, the percentage of 
twinning for these daughters being 9.17 per cent as in con- 
trast to 2.71 per cent for all other cows in the herd, and 
1.85 per cent as the average for the red and white breed. 

Because the genetic factors responsible for the produc- 
tion of twins seem to be very complex, there is no clear 
cut method of forecasting whether a particular bull or 
cow carries these factors in effective combination. The 
only way to discover such hereditary “carriers” of the 
undesired twinning characteristic, is to observe the repro- 
ductive behavior of a fairly large number of daughters of 
a given bull, each one with several calvings. This process 
obviously does not permit eradicating a “carrier” bull

which include in addition to the farm, a bank and office 
puilding in St. Charles, and Hotel Baker, one of the finest 
and most modern small town hotels in the country; also 
Hotel Baker garage. Kenneth M. Green, a practical cow 
man is. superintendent of dairies and has had the full 
responsibility of selecting the foundation animals and the 
development of the breeding operations. 

Silver Glen Herd Sires 

The first sire used in the Silver Glen herd was King 
Goodlands Ormsby Mercedes, an outstanding grandson of 
Beauty Ormsby Mercedes (Son of 37th) out of the great 
show cow, Goodlands Vickery Vale Lina whose show win- 
nings include 2nd prize 4 yr. old at Waterloo 1925; 3rd 
prize 4 yr. old at Wis. 1925; 8rd prize aged cow at Minn. 
1926 and 1927. This sire now has a nice string of daugh- 
ters in the herd including a 25-lb. 4 yr. old, a two-year-old 
that will finish her year in February with over 21,000 lbs. 
of milk and 640 lbs. of fat. Eight others have started 
on test this fall and have milked from 70 to 95 lbs. a day 
as 4 and 5 yr. olds. They all promise to make good 
records and show a great improvement over their dams 
both in type and production. One of them, a big strapping 
four-year-old, will be seen with the show herd next fall 
if all goes well. The offspring of this bull will without 
doubt play an important part in the future development of 
the herd. 

In 1927, after the herd had been built up to some sixty 
head of good type, profitable producing females, the pres- 
ent senior herd sire, Sir Inka Rue 493098, was purchased 
of Minnesota Holstein Company. He is a son of Sir 
Inka Superior Segis from a prize-winning daughter 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King with a 
four-year-old record of 859 Ibs. fat (1,073.7 Ibs.

can. Sir Inka Rue is a three-fourths brother to Sir Inka 
May and is a full brother to the “1,000-lb.” two-year-old, 
Miss Inka Rue. This bull was exhibited with considerable 
success as a two-year-old in 1928, winning at least one 
state fair grand championship and standing second at 
several other state fairs. He also made a good showing 
as a three-year-old in 1929, but stayed at home in 1930 and 
let his offspring speak for him, which they did at some 
of the best shows in the country. 

As the daughters of Sir Inka Rue became old enough 
to breed, the selection of a junior sire became one of the 
big problems, which was not completely solved until the 
spring of 1980 when Senator Ormsby Fobes of Silver Glen 
(as he was renamed) was purchased. Of the fifteen dams 
of this bull appearing on a five-generation pedigree, all 
except three in the last generation have records from 
800 Ibs. to well over 1,000 lbs. fat. He has nineteen “1,000- 
lb.” dams appearing in his direct ancestry and twenty-five 
that average 864.8 lbs. fat or 1,081 lbs. butter. His sire, 
Governor Fobes, and dam’s sire, Admiral Ormsby Fobes, 
are both great transmitting sons of Wisconsin Fobes 5th 
by Marathon Bess Burke. He traces eight times to Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, five times to Spring Brook 
Bess Burke, twice to Wisconsin Fobes and once, through 
the direct female line, to Vickery Vale, deriving over 67 
per cent of his blood from these four animals. His dam, 
Vickery Beauty Beechwood 4th, owned by Emil Titel, Ply- 
mouth, Wis., is now on test at Silver Glen. She is a beau- 
tiful show cow with a three-year-old record of 877 Ibs.

Interpreting the Agglutination Test 
By R. C. KLUSSENDORF, Cornell University 


in which it causes loss to the breeders, and the tests 

for detecting its presence, we come now to a con- 
sideration of the interpretation of the tests—deciding 
what shall be called a positive animal, and what con- 
stitutes a clean or a negative animal. 

In a previous discussion we have said that when the 
agglutination is complete at serum dilutions of 1:80 the 
animal is positive, and when there is no agglutination at 
this dilution the animal is negative. However, in actual 
practice the matter is not so simple as that. An unbred 
heifer may be positive at 1:80; but if breeding is delayed 
for a time she may become negative again and be suffi- 
ciently resistant to go on and have calves quite regularly 
thereafter. More often this early infection leaves no 
permanent resistance or tolerance, though. 

Because there is this give and take in the interpretation 
of tests a number of facts should be known about each 
cow. For this purpose a survey chart is advisable, and 
the accompanying sheet lists most of the points that 
should be covered. The remaining data are carried on the 
reverse side. Probably the best way to get the interpre- 
tation of the several types of cases would be to take a 
herd of a dozen cows, list the possibilities, and then dis- 
cuss each cow separately. 

The first animal in this series, although reacting posi- 
tive at 1:80, is only a year old, and open. The chances are 
that she has been infected by milk from positive cows, but 
this is a temporary infection, and when the infected milk 
is removed from the diet she is likely to return to a 
negative again before breeding time. So long as she 
remains open she is not likely to be a spreader, and may 
be kept with the clean cattle. 

No. 2 is showing the same amount of blood reaction, 
but she is three months pregnant—and that changes her 
status. A permanent infection rarely occurs in an open 
heifer, but the pregnant uterus is such an excellent place 
for the Bang bacillus to develop that a reaction at 1:80 ina 
first-calf heifer is quite regularly followed by more serious 
trouble. She may or may not recover, but because she is 
pregnant and may abort at any time she should not be 
kept with clean cattle. She is quite likely to be a spreader 
when she calves or if she aborts. The activity of the bac- 
teria seems to be much greater in newly infected animals 
than in those that are chronic reactors, that is, those that 
have been positive to the agglutination test through one 
or more previous pregnancies. 

No 3 is a pregnant heifer with a high positive reaction. 
The prospects of her return to a negative are slight, and 
as she is only a fair individual it is advisable that she be 
disposed of. If kept in the positive unit she may be ex- 
pected to abort and to be unprofitable during the first year 
of her milking life. 

No 4 is a mature cow, a high positive, aborted two 
years ago, and is probably a chronic reactor. She is a 
good individual and has a good breeding history during 
the past two years, so she should be good property if she 
can be kept away from clean cattle. She is less likely to 
be a dangerous spreader at the time of parturition than 
the two foregoing heifers. 


No. 5 is a mature cow, a high reactor, and although 
there is no history of actual abortion she is a shy breeder. 
Because she is only a fair cow she should be disposed of. 


No 6 is a mature cow, a high reactor, but has a good 
breeding history. She is a good cow and about to calve, 
so she will probably be a profitable cow. However, she 
may be a spreader, and should not be allowed to remain 
in the clean or negative herd. 

No 7 is a mature cow, a high reactor, but a good cow 
with one abortion charged against her. She has a perfect 
breeding record otherwise, and will be a valuable cow in 
the positive unit. While she remains open she will not 


Hin wn discussed the nature of the disease, the ways 


be a dangerous spreader, but should not be permitted to 
mingle with the clean animals after she becomes pregnant. 

No 8 is a mature cow raised in the herd, negative to 
test, and is the best kind of a cow to have in the clean 
unit. 


No 9 is a young cow with a suspicious reaction. She 
probably reacted at the time she lost her calf. She is 
not very dangerous while open, but should be retested 
before breeding. Possibly a delay in breeding would give 
her an opportunity to clear up so she could remain in the 
clean herd. Unless she loses the reaction at 1:80 before 
breeding she should be classed as a positive, because she 
may be dangerous to clean cattle. Being a good cow she 
can remain in the reacting unit if one is being maintained, 
if her blood serum shows no change when she is bred. 

No. 10 is a young cow that aborted a year ago. She 
is negative now, so it is likely that abortion in her case 
was caused by organisms other than Bang’s bacillus. She 
bred normally after aborting, and can be kept with the 
clean cattle in spite of the history of abortion. 

No. 11 is a negative cow, raised in the herd. She has 
a history of being a shy breeder, and as she is only a fair 
cow she should be eliminated from the herd in the interest 
of good dairying, regardless of the result of the agglutina- 
tion test. 

No. 12 is a high reacting heifer, and a shy breeder. 
Because of her high reaction it is doubtful if she would 
recover. The fact that she is still open and not a sure 
breeder makes her rather undesirable, even in a reacting 
unit. If she is to breed regularly she should not be kept in 
the clean unit, as she may conceive and abort a very young 
fetus, being a dangerous spreader in that event. 

No. 13 is a high reacting heifer. She is still open, 
and theoretically has a chance to recover. However, the 
degree of infection present indicates that recovery is very 
doubtful. Breeding may be delayed for a time, but she 
must be handled as a reactor in this herd. 


This hypothetical herd takes up a number of the pos- 
sible results of the test, but each herd will present a 
different problem; and each animal within each herd 
must be considered individually in order to arrive at the 
proper interpretation. 


Not all animals that react to the agglutination test will 
abort, but all reacting animals are dangerous, especially 
near the time of calving, and can spread the infection to 
susceptible animals—negative cows and heifers which 
replace the old cows. 

Not all animals that abort will react to the agglutina- 
tion test, which is just another way of saying that Bang’s 
bacillus is not the only cause of abortion. However, no 
other agent has been shown to spread through a herd as 
does the Bang bacillus, and by controlling this infection 
the breeding troubles have been very materially reduced 
in a large percentage of herds. 


Another point which should be kept in mind in con- 
nection with the test is, that frequently a chronic reactor 
is encountered which shows almost a perfect breeding 
record. One must not be hasty and conclude from this 
that the chronic high reactors are the best cows. For one 
thing, bear in mind that for each such cow a considerable 
number of the high reactors have been disposed of because 
they were shy breeders or otherwise unprofitable. Beyond 
question, some of these chronic high reactors are excellent 
cows, and will produce a profit for the owner; but they 
should not be allowed to mingle with the clean unit in 
any program of eliminating Bang’s disease. 


When a pregnant susceptible cow is infected with the 
Bang bacillus, either experimentally or naturally, abortion 
occurs in more than half of the cases; and such newly- 
infected animals spread the infection at the time of par- 
turition in about 75% of cases. The chronic reactors, on 
the other hand, seem to spread with less regularity at 
calving time; in fact such a cow may calve four or five 
times and not be a spreader. This is another point in 
favor of having the chronic reactors rather than the newly 
infected animals in the positive or reacting group. The 
virulence or activity of the organisms spread also varies, 
being much greater in the newly infected animals. 


The interpretation of the test on the herd, and recom- 
mendations for the handling of the herd when the results 
of the test are seen, are subjects which can only be dis- 
cussed in a general way because each herd presents a 
problem in itself, and should receive individual attention. 
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SHOWING STATUS OF EACH INDIVIDUAL 
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Eat Your Cake and Have it, Too

is an old adage. Yet I believe the owner of a Hol- 
stein herd actually comes near doing this very thing. 

In this state we have a very active and progressive 
organization,—Grade A Raw Milk Producers Association of 
Rhode Island, Inc. It is composed of some thirty-five 
farmers most of whom are breeders of pure bred Ayrshire, 
Guernsey. Holstein and Jersey cattle. Other herds are 
made up of mixtures of these breeds or their grades. These 
producers retail their own product in the cities of Crans- 
ton, Pawtucket and Providence, while other sections of 
the state are served by our members in their respective 
vicinities. 

At present we have but thirty-five herds represented in 
our group although there are about 200 grade A Milk pro- 
ducers registered by the Department of Agriculture. The 
legal requirement for the production and sale of Grade A 
Raw Milk is a tuberculosis free herd maintained under 
State and Federal supervision; the usual score card re- 
quirements totalling a minimum of 75 points; minimum 
legal requirements for solids and fat; a maximum limit of 
100.000 bacteria; milk to be delivered to consumer within 
forty-eight hours after production. (Our members deliver 
their milk when 3 to 12 hours old). 

Three years ago the more progressive Grade A dairy- 
men organized our present association, imposing upon 
themselves additional stringent sanitary rules and regu- 
lations including medical examination of employees com- 
ing into contact with the milk. We have moderate dues 
for carrying on a limited amount of advertising in the 
Artgravure section of the Providence Sunday Journal; 
circular letters and phamphlets which are mailed to moth- 
ers; have employed radio broadcasting once each week 
covering a period of eight months. The results have 
been satisfactory, and, as is the case generally with ad- 
vertising,—accumulative. 

Recently a meeting and noon-day luncheon was held 
at the Narragansett Hotel with eight of our leading 
pediatrists as guests. Following the luncheon there was 
an address by the president intended to inform the physi- 
cians as to the aims and purposes of the association. Every 


Tis: one may not eat his cake and still possess it, 


physician present responded with expressions of approval 
of the work and quality of product of our members. The 
address of the afternoon was by Dr. Henry E. Utter, a 
nationally known pediatrist, and chairman of the original 
committee that drafted the act for Grade A Milk some 
years ago, which finally became law. It was an address 
filled with facts and appreciation of such milk as our 
association is producing and distributing. Dr. Utter stated, 
and in this the other physicians concurred, that due to 
the possibility of milk becoming contaminated after it 
was opened in the home he always insisted that all milk 
irrespective of the grade employed, be boiled the cus- 
tomary three minutes to assure safety against such possi- 
ble contamination. He stated that it was a pleasure to 
recommend milk of our association members quality and 
as the nutritional quality of milk is better when pasteur- 
ized quite immediately before feeding it to children, it 
was superior to milk which had been commercially pas- 
teurized many hours or days before. 

We were greatly pleased to hear such public expres- 
sions of approval and commendation of our product. Our 
association has certainly set the pace here for high grade, 
sanitary milk and these physicians openly gave us credit 
for it. 

After the speaking and the doctors had returned to 
their practice, we continued with our business meeting. 
It was an extra fine session, but as always we had some 
conflict as to whether a high colored, rich fat milk should 
set the standard of Grade A Milk quality. That is, the ever 
present attempt to make milk, primarily intended to feed 
infants and children, carry a high legal solid and fat con- 
tent. So many seem to think that the best milk is the 
one with the highest percentage of fat. 

The writer was accused of breed propaganda,—which 
certainly was not so intended,—because he made a state- 
ment that fat wasn’t the most important nutrient in milk, 
while Guernsey breeders declared that it was, for the fat 
carries the A vitamin, and that this vitamin is necessary 
for growth. We readily acknowledged this, and queried 
the propriety Guernsey or Jersey breeders to challenge

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Analyzing Sires 


ROF. WARREN GIFFORD, of the University of Mis- 
p souri, has recently completed a study of the “Mode 

of Inheritance of Yearly Butterfat Production” which 
he describes as an analysis of the progeny performance 
of Holstein-Friesian sires. It has recently been published 
by the Missouri station as Research Bulletin No. 144. 
The purpose of the study, according to the author, was 
“to analyze the yearly production records contained in the 
Advanced Register with the visonary idea of securing 
evidence that may be helpful in selecting breeding stock 
for future improvement of the breed.” 

As a basis for the study, the records were assembled 
for the daughters of all Holstein-Friesian sires with ten 
or more semi-officia! Advanced Registry daughters, these 
records all being converted to the basis of mature 
equivalent production and also to a basis of 365 days, for 
easier comparison. Geneology tables were prepared for 
these sires and the records were secured for the dams 
and sires of this series and their daughters. 

The first comparison of these sires was on the basis 
of daughter’s production. All of the sires having ten or 
more Advanced Registry semi-official daughters record up 
to and including Vol. 39 of the Year Book, were listed with 
figures giving the year of their birth, number of daughters 
with yearly records, their average mature equivalent, 
record in fat together with the distribution of these rec- 
ords as to size ranging from those under 500 lbs. fat up to 
those above 1,100 lbs. fat; also the number of daughters 
with dams records available for comparison together with 
the average records of these daughters and the average 
of their dams. This very valuable reference table in- 
volved an immense amount of research in its compilation. 

With these figures as the basis, the records are studied 
from several points of view. The first point considered is 
the number of daughters necessary to give a reliable 
picture of the sire’s ability. Reference is made to other 
studies that have indicated that the first six daughters 
will provide a reliable indication of that sire’s ability. The 
author concludes from his study that a somewhat larger 
number is desirable when the average is used to compare 
a sire’s daughters with the son’s daughters. 

The next table lists all of the dams having four or more 
daughters with yearly records up to Vol. 38 of the Blue 
Book, including the record of the dam, if any, number 
of daughters with yearly records and their average mature 
equivalent production together with their distribution 
as to production ranging in classes under 400 lbs 


. we te 
1,000 Ibs. and above. The author concludes that the 
limited number of dams with a sufficient number of 


progeny is too limited to be of much value in this study, 
particularly as few cows have as many as four daughters 
tested until after the information is too late to be of value 
in a breeding program. 


The next phase of the study tends to evaluate the rela- 
tive influence of sires and dams upon the producing 
ability of the offspring. The mathematics of this part of 
the study with figures showing the “coefficient of correla- 
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tion” and “the regression slope” are rather difficult for 
the average layman to understand and follow, but in 
general it may be stated that as the average record of the 
dam increased, the average records of the daughters like- 
wise showed a tendency to increase, except in a few cases 
where a comparatively small number of pairs of dams and 
daughters were available for comparison. In order to 
arrive more accurately at the dam’s contribution, the 
various dam and daughter pairs were segregated into four 
groups based upon the average record of all the daughters 
of the sire, so that the sire’s influence in each group might 
be considered fairly constant. From these figures, the 
author concluded that for each pound of butterfat increase 
in the record of the dam, an increase of approximately .2 
of a pound of fat might be expected in the daughter. In 
other words, if the sire were mated with two different 
cows, one with a record of 500 lbs. fat and the other with 
600 lbs. fat, the daughter of the latter might be expected 
to produce 20 lbs. fat more than the daughter of the 


former. 
A study is next made of the various methods that have 
been suggested for evaluating sires. These various 


methods are described, but comparison of data presented 
covering the work of all the sires having twenty-five or 
more daughters out of tested dams in which these were 
divided on the basis of the dam’s record into low, medium 
and high classes, led the author to the conclusion that the 
simple method of evaluating sires on the basis of the 
average records of all their daughters is of greater prac- 
tical value than any of the complicated methods suggested 
to date. 

A study was next made of the relation of the dam’s 
butterfat yield to the son’s average performance record. 
This study showed that on an average when the dam’s 
record was above 542 lbs. butterfat, for each 100 lbs. fat 
the dam’s record exceeded this figure an average increase 
of only 19.1 lbs. fat appeared in the average production of 
the son’s daughters. In other words, according to Prof. 
Gifford s study, the daughters of a son of a cow producing 
1,042 lbs. fat might on the average be expected to produce 
95.5 lbs. fat more annually than the daughters of a bull 
whose dam had a record of 542 lbs. fat. 

A similar study was made to discover the relation be- 
tween the average of a sire’s daughters and the daughters 
of his sons. It was found by this study that when the 
daughters of a sire averaged 573 lbs. fat, each further 
increase in the average was reflected down through the 
work of the daughters of his sons in a ratio of 18 lbs. 
additional production in the sons’ daughters for each 100 
lbs. increase in the average for the daughters of the sire. 
In other words, a bull out of a sire all of whose daugh- 
ters average 673 lbs. fat for the year might be expected 
to produce 18 lbs. fat more each than the daughters of a 
bull whose sire could show an average of 573 Ibs. for all 
of his daughters. 


Supplementary material presented includes geneology 
tables for all of the sires listed in the study with large 
sheets showing each generation of sires descended from 
Paul De Kol, Sir Henry of Maplewood and Netherland 
Prince. A very large percentage of the whole list of sires 
trace their ancestry directly to one or more of these three 
foundation sires. 


The whole study represents much painstaking work 
and students of our breed will find much of interest and 
value in it. The author does not claim to have solved the 
problem of breeding for higher production. No system of 
average figures can be set up that will apply to every 
individual case through nature’s wise provision for indi- 
vidual variation. We can commend this effort, however, 
as a scholarly and comprehensive study of a subject in 
which all breeders are vitally interested.

Sale Reports 


NE of the services provided by the World which 
O breeders find of particular value is the information 
on the state of the market appearing in the reports 
of public auction sales. These reports are periodically 
summarized with analysis of the results by ages, rec- 
ords, etc. 
The real value of these summaries depends in a large 
measure upon the degree of completeness with which they 
cover the subject. The tendency is for owners and sale 
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managers to withhold from publication reports on the 
less successful sales and to the extent that these are with- 
held the summarizes presented show a misleading picture. 

We believe that the industry is always better off to 
face the facts squarely and to that end we want to urge 
sale managers and owners who are holding public auction 
sales of our breed to give us a little better cooperation in 
this matter of public sale reports, so the general sum- 
maries will reflect as accurately as possible the actual 
prevailing conditions. The World staff will cover as many 
of these events personally as possible, but it is manifestly 
out of the question to be on hand for all of the sale events 
scheduled, and on that account in the majority of cases 
we have to depend upon you for these reports. 

This situation is by no means confined to our breed. 
One of the other breeds reported in glaring headlines that 
the prices for their breed averaged higher in 1930 than in 
1929, as proven by the public sale figures, which, upon 
further study, it developed were based upon about half as 
many sale reports as in the previous year. Breeders who 
are in touch with the situation, of course, were not misled 
by figures so obviously out of line with known facts. 
Then, too, when the market demand starts to improve 
again and the sale reports come in more freely and com- 
pletely, the summaries fail to reflect the real improve- 
ment that has taken place. So, again, we urge those hold- 
ing and managing public sales of cur breed to cooperate 
with us in this important matter.

MEETING TEST REQUIREMENTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I read your recent dismal editorial about New York 
requiring higher test for A milk. I have shipped A milk 
here for H. P. Hood & Sons at Boston for four years. 
We get no premium for under 3.4, so we have to run 3.5 
or 3.6 to be safe. My herd is all Holstein and runs about 
3.3, but occasionally as low as 3.1. My production runs 
about 600, so I use a shipping can with a faucet near the 
bottom. I draw off 60 lbs. and presto, my test is 3.4 to 
3.7 and how the calves grow. The cream is left in the 
can and it mixes in the weigh tank and the can goes 
through the washer. I never care any more what a cow 
tests if she makes a good quantity of fat in a year. 

My mother is helping with the cows after about 30 
years away from them. She used to take care of the 
calves for her brother, H. D. Roe, starting several old 
world championships, including Aaggie Cornucopia 
Pauline, Beryl Wayne, May Hartog Pauline De Kol and 
Lilith Pauline De Kol. We are just getting started, but 
led the local D. H. I. A. last year with 11,163 lbs. milk 
and 377 lbs. fat on 20 cows milked twice daily. Our 
present bull, Wohofar Colantha Ormsby, is out of an 855- 
lb. two-year-old and his ten nearest yearly tested dams 
average 1,043 lbs. butter.

CLASSIFYING RECORDS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It is my intention to introduce a resolution at the Na- 
tional meeting at Syracuse requesting our Board of 
Directors to make an investigation of the relation between 
our present minimum requirements for Advanced Registry 
and the actual. production in the various classifications 
and divisions. That the Supt. of Advanced Registry shall 
be authorized to change our classifications so records made 
under similar conditions as to age, average daily number 
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of milkings and length of time a calf was carried shall be 
grouped together. 
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There has been some intimation by your Roughage De. 
partment that I am working in the interest of some add- 
ing machine company. I wish to assure you that such ig 
not the case, but my plan would greatly simplify and 
reduce the number of separate requirements. At present, 
our minimum requirements are increased for each day’s 
increase in age from 2 years to 5 years of age. This daily 
increase gives us 1,095 separate requirements in each 
classification and division or a total of 4,380 separate re. 
quirements under our present system. 

I don’t believe it is necessary to have a change in re- 
quirements for each day’s change in age for a comparison 
of production records. My suggested change would reduce 
the number of age requirements to seven instead of 1,095. 

In classifying records according to average number of 
daily milkings, I suggest the making of four groups instead 
of three that we have at present. All records would be 
made for a full calendar year as in the Herd Improvement 
Test but would be divided into five groups depending on 
length of time a calf was carried. These suggested changes 
would give us 140 separate groups into which our records 
would be divided instead of the 4,380 separate require- 
wents we have at present. 

As I have stated on several other occasions, I believe 
this is a very important matter. Our Advanced Registry 
system with its proven sires, gold medal and other classi- 
fications, is a system of selective registration and the re- 
quirements should be in proportion to the conditions under 
which the records are made. It is unfair to cows tested 
in Class C to require a production of 560 lbs. fat for aged 
cows in Gold Medal classification while cows tested in 
Class A are only required to produce 600 lbs. fat. 

I have hoped that our rules committee might take up 
this matter, but as yet have seen nothing of any action 
they were taking along this line, so am planning to bring 
it before the breeders in this way.

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Tuberculosis Eradication figures 
from the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, Bureau of Animal Industry 
show a total of 3,155,946 herds con- 
taining 29,005,048 head of cattle 
now under supervision in January 
1931.

until he has already sired several daughters, and has 
attained a mature age, which means “locking the barn 
after the horse is stolen”. Thus very little can be done 
by means of selection to decrease the percentage of twins 
in a given breed of cattle. 

However, even if breeders make no systematic attempt 
to select against twin births, there are no reasons to 
assume that the proportion of “carrier” animals in the 
breed will increase, due first to the higher mortality of all 
twins, and secondly, to the very frequent sterility of 
heifers that are co-twins to bulls.

our right to make either Grade A or Certified Milk with 
our Holstein herds. I certainly lost no time in stating 
my opinion that as vitamin A is soluable in all propor- 
tions in milk fat, that the apparently smaller percentage 
of fat in Holstein milk carries as much or more vitamin 
A as the higher testing milk of the channel breeds, and 
that this probably accounted for the fact that there is 
greater vitality in Holstein milk than in milk from the 
other breeds. Just why do certain food and milk officials 
insist in their endeavors to “raise the quality’ of milk, 
usually meaning solids and fats when most pediatrists de- 
clare against high fat milk for feeding infants and chil- 
dren? 

It has been shown that too high fat in milk lessens the 
volume consumed; that this lesser amount means less 
protection against disease; a lesser supply of lime salts 
for bone and teeth building; an insufficient amount of 
protein needed for muscle tissue, lean flesh, nails and 
hair; a smaller amount of the essential sugar, lactose. 
All of this is practically due to retail milk distributors 
educating consumers to the belief that the best milk has 
a deep cream line, this then, being the only sales talk 
they apparently knew until today consumers believe that 
is just what high grade milk means. Our association is 
endeavoring to correct this impression through educating

Queen Pietertje Mink De _ Kol 
194980, who was eighteen years old 
on September 29, 1930, is not only 
one of the oldest cows of the breed 
living today but is also one of the 
most prolific, and is still a good 
producer. She has been a member 
of the herd at Serradella Farm, Os- 
coda, Mich., for a little over twelve 
years, during which time no less 
than 42 of her descendants, male 
and female, have been born in the 
herd, according to Albert Tansky, 
the Serradella manager, who writes 
that this number will likely be in- 
creased to at least half a hundred 
by May 1, as a number of her des- 
cendants are due to calve before 
that time. In the herd today are 
five daughters, eleven granddaugh- 
ters, five great granddaughters and

Mr. Tansky writes that since 1921, 
according to semi-official and pri- 
vate records, she has produced a 
total of 113,043 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 3,846 .lbs. fat. She has made 
three A. R. S. O. records, two of 
them after ten years of age, that 
total 69,026 lbs. milk and 2,116.98 
lbs. fat, or an average of over 23,- 


000 lbs. milk and over 700 Ibs. fat. 
Her best A. R. S. O. record was 
made at the age of 13 years, three 


months, 19 days, and was 735.11 
Ibs. fat (918.88 Ibs. butter) from 
22,763.4 lbs. milk, which according 
to Supt. Norton ranked third for 
milk and fourth for fat for cows 


over thirteen years old. She is now 
on test again in seventeen-year-old 
form, and will finish early in Au- 
gust, probably with close to 500 lbs. 
Mr. Tansky states that she milked 
57 lbs. on her eighteenth birthday 
and is still going strong. She is out 
daily for exercise and enjoys her 
“three squares a day’’ as well as a 
younger cow.

One is his older brother, King Abbekerk Segis Fobes, the 
first born son of Vickery Beauty Beechwood 4th. This 
bull has seen considerable service in the John Zoberlin 
herd and later at Elmwood Farms, but came to Silver 
Glen last fall. A younger brother, Admiral Beauty Ormsby 
Fobes, also from the same wonderful cow, was out with 
the Silver Glen show herd last fall and proved to be one 
of the great junior yearlings of the year. He is now 
owned jointly by Silver Glen and Great Home Farm of 
Wisconsin. 
Foundation Females 

One of the early foundation cows of the herd was 
Pauline Beauty Johanna De Kol 517963, who was the first 
member of the herd to make a 25,000-lb. milk record. Offi- 
cially rated as Excellent, she was one of the most highly 
prized of the older members of the herd until her death 
about a year ago. Another is Carolyn Netherland Lady, 
National grand champion and Reserve All-American aged 
cow in 1928. Then there is a group of three three-quarter 
sisters, sired by King Waldorf Pietje Echo 10th, that have 
made at Silver Glen records in Class B averaging 533.8 
Ibs. fat from 16,815 lbs. milk. One of them, Sarcastic Pie- 
tertje Echo De Kol, has since completed a Class A record 
of 923.6 lbs. fat (1,154.4 lbs. butter) from 27,546.3 lbs. 
milk. She has two very good type daughters in the herd, 
one of them, sired by King Goodlands Ormsby Mercedes, 
holding the Illinois State Record for junior two-year-olds 
in Class C, the other being a promising yearling by Sir 
Inka Rue. As the older of these two also has two good 
daughters by Sir Inka Rue, it will be seen that this is 
quite a prolific family. 

Early in 1929, an addition was made to the breeding 
herd consisting of the entire herd of H. L. Ellis, Eureka, 
Wisconsin. This was one of the best small herds of Wis- 
econsin and made an average in Herd Improvement 
Registry of 537.1 lbs. fat from 14,965 lbs. milk on nine 
cows, this being the third highest herd appearing in Vol. 
I. of the Red Book. With them came the Ellis herd sire, 
Sir Ormsby Felecia 467113, who is now known as the 
“senior sire B”’ at Silver Glen. He is by a Homestead 
sire and from an Ormsby dam, Felecia Ormsby Lass, with 
a Herd Test record of 525.8 lbs. fat and average test of 
4.3%. This dam, who is by a double grandson of Sir P. 
O. M. 37th, was included in the purchase, as were many 
daughters and other near relatives of the bull. 

One of the favorites at Silver Glen is known as “Old 
22.” She is Bessie Vera Ormsby Mercedes and is a grand- 
daughter of Sir P. O. M. 37th. She has dropped twin 
heifer calves at each of her last two freshenings, but is 
now on test and milking 80 lbs. a day in spite of this 
handicap. Besides her two pairs of twin daughters, she 
has an older daughter in the herd, Bessie Goodlands Glen 
Ormsby, now milking 92 lbs. a day on semi-official test. 

For several years past, Supt. Green has been one of 
the good buyers at many leading national sales. While 
not purchasing the highest priced animals in every case, 
his selections have been made with great care to get 
animals that will be desirable breeding matrons. Among 
such purchases is Bell Farm Rosalind, a granddaughter 
of Colantha Johanna Lad that was bred to DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch when purchased. She dropped a heifer 
calf by this service, made a 33-lb. butter record and is now 
making quite a remarkable year record in Class A. Three 
others are young daughters of Sir Ormsby Mercedes Jewel, 
one of these good sons of Sir P. O. M. 37th, all three re- 
cently fresh with first calf and reported as milking 60 
Ibs. a day. 

Another recent addition to the breeding herd is Little 
Gift Fobes, a “1,019-lb.” daughter of Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes and out of Little Gift Champion. She is a paternal 
sister to Vickery Beauty Beechwood 4th, the dam of 
“Senator.” She freshened last May, dropping a fine son 
by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch. 


Silver Glen Production 

The latest report that we have from Silver Glen states 
that they have forty-six cows now on semi-official test in 
Class A and another string finishing in Class C. Of the 
Class A string, twenty-five were making an average of 
over 72 lbs. milk a day, the balance of the string being 
either two-year-old heifers or cows near the end of their 
test period. Among them are eight daughters of Mara- 
thon-Ormsby Fobes—that son of Wisconsin Fobes 6th and 
Marathon Bess Burke—that are milking up to 90 lbs. a 
day. They will be bred to Senator Ormsby Fobes of Silver 
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in Ormsby blood as it will be possible to find. 

The test string also includes three fine daughters of 
Sir Bess Ormsby Lass who bids fair to be one of the 
outstanding sons of “37th.” One of them has 242.1 Ibs. 
butter in 80 days and the others recently fresh are going 
at about the same rate. 

A beautiful example of type and production combined, 
is Canary Ormsby Maid, a daughter of Chief Ormsby 
Canary, a son of “4ist.” She was purchased at the 
Ormsby Sale in 1929 and in addition to being a show cow 
has produced 295.6 lbs. butter, 236.48 lbs. fat from 7,268.4 
Ibs. milk in 92 days. 

Not long ago, the World published a story by V. B. Vye 
of a visit he had made to a number of herds in Northern 
Wisconsin, in which he referred to some daughters of 
Dicmere Sir Pietertje Homestead in the J. M. Rock herd 
as reminding him more of the “37th” daughters that he 
used to milk at John Erickson’s than any other group of 
daughters of any sire he had ever seen. Three of these 
may now be seen in the Silver Glen test string. One of 
them, Belle Pontiac Homestead Neeltje, averaged 102.5 
lbs. milk during October and produced in her first 143 
days 13,272.0 lbs. milk containing over 405.4 lbs. fat or 
506.8 lbs. butter. Another, Rockvale Pietertje Homestead 
2d, has 11,494.9 lbs. milk in her first 143 days, with over 
322 lbs. fat (402.5 lbs. butter) and the third, Rockvale 
Prairie Maid Homestead, has in 180 days 12,247 lbs. milk 
containing over 419.8 lbs. fat (524.8 lbs. butter), all of 
these records being made without undue forcing. 

They also have in their test string three two-year-old 
daughters of Sir Inka Rue that have milked as high as 
63.5 lbs. a day, one of them having 119.5 lbs. of butter 
(95.6 lbs. fat) from 3,124.7 lbs. milk in 62 days. Sir Inka 
Rue’s first daughter to freshen (as a senior yearling) 
Silver Glen Miss Inka Lyons has just completed her year 
on test with 16,520.6 lbs. of milk, 624.4 lbs. fat—780.5 lbs. 
butter with 3.78% test (Farm Figures.) Having injured one 
quarter of her udder early in her lactation period cut 
down the milk flow considerably in one quarter so that 
the record is really noteworthy. A few more daughters 

For a number of years this herd has been well up 
among the leaders in their local Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association and in the 500-lb. fat club of Illinois. Not 
long ago Supt. Green reported that for four months they 
had led their local association (Kane County) with 46.4 
lbs. fat for thirty cows in October, 48.1 Ibs. fat for thirty- 
eight cows in November, 53.5 lbs. fat for forty-four cows 
in December and 51.8 lbs. fat for forty-seven cows in 
January. 





Silver Glen Type 

This establishment has the honor of being the first 
to be officially classified by the inspectors of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America in the Herd Classi- 
fication Plan, practically the entire list of inspectors being 
present. At the time—the spring of 1929—the herd was 
found to contain 2 Excellent animals, 21 rated Very Good 
and 49 Good, out of a total of 84 animals inspected. Ratings 
in the higher brackets would doubtless be considerably 
increased should the herd be inspected today. 

For several years past, Silver Glen has had a success- 
ful show herd out over a circuit which included several 
states. The 1930 show circuit was considerably more am- 
bitious than any of the earlier ones and the successes 
correspondingly greater.

Fred Gauntt, herdsman, is at the 
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A Week in New Jersey 


By ALLEN N. CRISSEY 


Four meetings with a total attend- 
ance of 245, numerous conferences 
and farm visits in six counties, the re- 
organization of two county clubs, 
strong suppoit voted for three dairy 
bills now before the Legislature and 
the hearing to be held Monday, March 
9, and the mapping out of programs of 
work and herd testing—summarizes 
the activities of the Holstein-Friesian 
Cooperative Association of New 
Jersey for the week ending March 7. 

This work was done in cooperation 
with our National Extension Service 
and with the assistance of Prof. E. J. 
Perry, dairy specialist, who mapped 
out the work and furnished transpor- 
tation. 


New Jersey breeders have decided 
through their association, like those 
of Pennsylvania and Maryland, to pay 
the expenses of myself as National 
Extension Representative while in 
their state during 1931. This action 
was taken in view of the limited in- 
come of our National Association at 
this time. It exhibits a fine spirit of 
loyalty to our Association and their 
desire for uninterrupted extension ac- 
tivity during the period of stress. 

On Monday, I had a very pleasant 
and profitable conference with Prof. 
J. W. Bartlett, head of the dairy de- 
partment at the College. He gave me 
some advice which proved during the 
week to be good. We also discussed 
plans for his “Breeding-Up Butterfat” 
experiment for which a philanthropic 
New Jersey breeder has gifted and 
endowed a large farm and herd to the 
experiment station. © 

Later, Fred Gauntt, very efficient 
herdsman at the College, showed me 


some of the bright lights of the cow 
barn. The heid shows marked im- 
provement since Fred’s coming five 
years ago. Some facts about the herd 
are as follows: 

There are 126 animals in the herd, 
representing five breeds, 45 of which 
are Holsteins. Every cow has an offi- 
cial record and the 58 animals (all 
breeds) now in milk are averaging 27 
lbs. per day. They have been 
accredited 14 years and have passed 
two clean blood tests for abortion. 
The milk is labeled “Rutgers Special’ 
and is distributed by Paulus Dairy for 
19 cents a quart. The policy which 
Mr. Gauntt follows is to test all Hol- 
stein females as two-year-olds in 
Class B, 10 months division, then re- 
test as  four-year-olds and mature 
cows. Through this method, he has 
made three world’s records in the past 
six years, all in Class B, 305 days. 
Our Honor List shows that this herd 
has stood second two years to the 
University of Nebraska herd in the 
list of colleges. The three world’s 
records, one of which still stands, are 
as follows: Burke Sadie Vale 364769 
made as a mature cow, Class B, 305 
days, 21,136.4 lbs. milk, 669.4 lbs. fat. 
Rutgers Concordia Abbey 782962 made 
as a junior four-year-old Class B, 305 
days, 18,229.6 lbs. milk, 625.45 Ibs. fat. 
Rutgers Colantha Segis Grace 991695 
made as a junior two-year-old Class 
B, 305 days, 18,798.6 lbs. milk, 628.82 
lbs. fat. The latter record was made 
in 1928 and still stands. The second 
highest cow for milk in Class C in 
1928 was Clothilde Empress Walker 
who as a ten-year-old made 21,202.6 
lbs. milk, 688.8 Ibs. fat. The 1929 
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class leader for milk in Class B, 365 


‘days, was Rutgers Colantha Sadie 


Vale Jewel. She, as a junior two- 
year-old, made 18,075.6 lbs. milk, 624.5 
lbs. fat. There are many other ani- 
mals I would like to mention because 
of their splendid production, but 
space will not permit. An example is 
Rutgers Hartog Anticipation, the 
oldest daughter of Sir Hartog Ormsby 
Nudine 451730, who is by Prince 
Riverside Hartog Ormsby. She fresh- 
ened November 17, 1930, and is on test 
in Class B. She averaged 85.7 Ibs. 
milk per day in November, 94.4 lbs, 
per day in December, 98.7 lbs. in Jan- 
uary, 98.9 lbs. in February and started 
March with an average of 103 lbs. per 
day for the first three days, her high- 
est production being 107 lbs. 

Rutgers Colantha Ability, a daugh- 
ter of Anticipation, freshened Feb- 
ruary 24 as a two-year-old and is 
already producing very heavily. There 
are many others of this kind which 
combine to place New Jersey among 
the very best college herds in the 
country. 

In the evening, we met with Middle- 
sex County breeders in the office of 
County Agent Bowen to discuss Hol- 
stein matters and the possibility of 
organizing a county club. The attend- 
ance was poor. A club was not or- 
ganized but it was decided to call a 
large group together later for or- 
ganization purposes. In the mean- 
time, a canvass of Holstein owners 
will be made. 

The next day was spent making 
farm visits in Sussex County in the 
interest of herd testing. Also con- 
ferred with County Agent Morrow, 
who piloted us about the county, re- 
garding a county association. One of 
the good herds visited there is owned 
by Fred Hibler, Newton. He has 
many fine cows and sells breeding 
stock from time to time to Albert 
Winters, Mahwah,'N. J. Many of Mr. 
Winter’s good ones are said to come 
from the Hibler herd. 

John Trinca, Andover, N. J., is a 
newcomer in breeding circles, yet 
before we had been in his barn ten 
minutes, he voluntarily expressed a 
desire to put his herd in the herd test. 
He has forty large heavy milking Hol- 
steins that are kept in excellent con- 
dition. They were purchased within 
the past two years from a dealer and 
are all registered in the Canadian 
association. He requested assistance 
in registering them in our Association 
and in registering a dozen calves that 
have been born to them. When this 
transaction is completed, a real serv- 
ice will have been performed. 

200 at Warren County Meeting 

In Warren County we visited sev- 
eral farms and conferred with leading 
breeders regarding our desire to re- 
organize the county Holstein club 
which about five years ago ranked as 
one of New Jersey’s active organiza- 
tions. Since that time, due to several 
reasons, it became less and less active 
and the breeding of Holsteins became 
a less important branch of the 
county’s agriculture. With the present 
depression, however, has come a re- 
awakening of the old ideals, a realiza- 
tion that they must cull and breed if 
they are to produce profitably and 
that now is the time to take important 
steps in conduct of such a program.

of fourteen shows at which the Silver Glen Holsteins were 
exhibited last fall. At these fourteen shows, the offspring 
of Sir Inka Rue are reported as winning a total of 93 
prizes, of which two were championships, seven firsts, 31 
seconds, 15 thirds and 17 fourths. 
Herd Health 

For the past year the health of the herd has been 
looked after by Dr. Otto Stader, Consulting Veterinarian 
of St. Charles, Ill., and as a result the general health and 
breeding efficiency has reached a new high standard. The 
entire herd including cattle on Farm No. 2 known as Twin 
Pines Farm has been negative to the blood test for infec- 
tious abortion for over a year now and the number of 
calves attest to the value of stamping out abortion disease. 
A few of the best breeding cows that were found positive 
when the herd was first tested, have been farmed out to 
a farmer several miles away and the calves from 
these cows are taken from the dams right after birth and 
brought to Silver Glen. 

The entire herd has been federally accredited free 
from tuberculosis for a number of years. 

The herd today is right at the peak of several years 
of consistent progress. <A recent visitor at the farm 
writes concerning the present condition of the herd: 

“T do not know that I have ever been in a herd where I 
saw so many good animals all looking their best at a given 
time. From the first animals that you see upon entering 
the front door of the Silver Glen barn, clear through to 
the last heifer at the rear of the big barn at their Twin 
Pines Farm, one sees an extraordinary degree of ‘bloom’, 
individually and collectively in the animals. At the same 
time one sees about the place a happy and well-ordered 
organization with each man having an intelligent en- 
thusiasm for the herd. One realizes that there has been 
a high degree of wisdom exercised in the selection of 
purchased foundation animals but at the same time one 
cannot fail to be impressed by the quality and uniformity 
of the animals of their own breeding. As one surveys the 
uniformity of these youngsters and considers that many 
of them are from dams purchased from a wide variety of 
sources, one is forced to recognize the prepotency of the 
Silver Glen herd sires in putting their stamp on these 
calves, yearlings and two-year-olds.” 

The testing program for production, in addition to D. 
H. I. A. work, calls for the semi-official testing of all two- 
year-olds as fast as they freshen, in order to determine 
their future possibilities as mature cows as quickly as 
possible. It is our understanding that these two-year-olds 
are not forced in any way but are allowed to run easily to 
develop them for the future. 

As a breeding proposition, Silver Glen Farm is still in 
its infancy, but a healthy, lusty infant it is proving to be. 
with great possibilities for the future. The business-like 
way in which the management is going abut the job of 
building a constructive breeding establishment marks 
Silver Glen as a place you will hear more about and one 
whose development will be well worth watching.

the public as to the true value of milk in the exact pro- 
portions of milk constituents as it comes from each breed 
of cow; not standardized to an abnormal fat content; to 
educate them to buy a bottle or two of cream each week 
for coffee, cereals etc. If associations all over the country 
would all make a similar endeavor, it would not be so 
very long before we would all notice an increase in better 
health and milk consumption, a profit mutual to both con- 
sumer and producer. 

So far as we here in Rhode Island are concerned, we 
feel that those of us having high producing Holstein herds 
will be able to show owners of other dairy breeders that 
“we can eat our cake and have it too.” It does not seem 
to occur to our channel breed friends that our Holstein 
herds can produce a 5% fat milk more economically than 
they can. Never the less, this is the fact,—through 
standardization of course. 

This is illegal one may say? Then legalize standard- 
ization if you must. In the mean time here and in other 
states standardization is practiced without a permitting 
law. In another state ther: has been rendered a supreme 
court decision that the addition of cream to milk is not 
an adultermation,—a precedent already established.

IDENTIFICATION OF PICTURE 


The picture of the young calf ap- 
pearing on page 13 which you have 
been trying to identify, was the first 
picture ever taken of the bull we have 
all come to know and respect as King 
Segis 36168. Bred by H. L. Bronson, 
of Cortland, through mating a daugh- 
ter of Segis Inka that had cost him 
$70 at public auction, with Mercedes 
Julip’s Pietertje’s Paul, King Segis 
was born at H. A. Moyer’s Moyerdale 
Farm on November 22, 1903. Mr. 
Moyer was a great admirer of the 
pull, Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, and 
this admiration was reflected in the 
name he picked out for the young calf 
that he had determined to retain for 
service. This name was Milla’s Inka 
Julip Johanna. 

But before the young bull was 
formerly registered the entire Moyer- 
dale herd was purchased by Stevens 
Brothers-Hastings Company, and the 
Lame King Segis was given to this 
scion of royalty. What a far-reaching 
effect this had on the naming system 
of the breed. It not only helped to 
popularize the shorter names, but 
made the Segis name one of the most 
popular and frequently used. If Mr. 
Moyer’s original name selection had 
been carried out—Milla’s Inka Julip 
Johanna—the Segis family would 
probably be one of comparative 
obscurity today, that is the famous 
animals now bringing honor to _ it 
would be bearing some _ different 
cognomen, 

In order to fix the responsibility for 
this change in name, we called Mr. 
E. M. Hastings on the long-distance 
telephone, as he was in charge of the 
Stevens Brothers-Hastings Company 
office at the time of this event. Think- 
ing back 27 years, he was of the 
opinion that credit for the selection 
of the name, King Segis, should go to 
Ralph Stevens. 

King Segis was first in service in 
the Brookside Herd, but before the 
vear was out, Mr. Moyer re-purchased 
him from Stevens Brothers-Hastings 
Company to head the new Moyerdale 
herd he was founding, and the bal- 
ance of his life was spent at Moyer- 
dale. He died in 1910 at the age of 
six years. For a summary of the 
work of King Segis and his descen- 
darts. reference is made to the sketch 
appearing in Holstein-Friesian History.

20 Head From Illinois to Mexico 


‘A group of Illinois breeders report 
the recent completion of the sale of a 
foundation herd to the Mexican Gov- 
ernment to be established at the 
Escuela Nacional de Agricultura 
which is located at Chapingo a short 
distance from Mexico City. The 
original contact with the Mexican 
Government for this transaction, came 
through Dean Mumford of the Illinois 
College of Agriculture who was a 
guest of the Mexican School of Agri- 
culture during the summer of 1930. 
The delegation which represented the 
Mexican interests in this purchase 
was composed of Dr. Rubio Lozano 
who is a member of the executive 
staff of the Agricultural College, and 
two students of the College, Senor En- 
rique Cortes and Senor Eduardo 
Limon. Senior Limon, an expert lin- 
guist acted as interpreter for the 
party. 


The final selection of females which 
were assembled at Highland, [Illinois 
and shipped by Palace Car to Mexico 
City on February 14th, comprised a 
group of twenty animals _ selected 
from ten Illinois herds. At Highland, 
a consignment was taken from Eugene 
Nagel’s Sun Dell Farm herd. They 
were two daughters of the former Sun 
Dell sire, Triune Ormsby Piebe 56th. 
One of these had been shown last fall 
with good success at a number of 
southern Illinois Fairs. She has re- 
cently completed a 305-day, Class B 
record of about 500 Ibs. fat (not yet 
reported) as a two-year-old, being on 
the circuit for two and one-half 
months of the lactation. The other 
heifer was the two-year-old full sister 
to Sun Dell Ormsby Piebe Pontiac 
who holds a State Record in the 305- 
day division, Class B, as a junior two- 
year-old.

One of these, 
Rawleigh Betty Homestead Posch, 
was sired by Rawleigh Ormsby Pie- 
tertje Posch, son of Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes Frisby, the World’s Cham- 
pion Junior two-year-old whose record 
was 382.91 lbs. butter from 452 lbs. of 
milk in seven days.

During the broadcast of the Na- 
tional Farm and Home Hour recently 
Over a nation-wide network of sta- 
tions associated with the National 
Broadcasting Company, the Kansas 
Farmer reported the following inter- 
_ esting experiences of a progressive 
Holstein breeder in Kansas: 

“C. C. Shoffner, a farmer east of 
Salina, in a report to the Salina Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau, declared he made a 
net profit of $2,425.27 in 1930 on his 
herd of Holsteins. He states he fol- 
lowed the directions of the Farm Bu- 
reau in feeding and caring for the 
herd. He sells whole milk to the lo- 
cal market. 

During the year his cows produced 
an average of 336 pounds of butter- 
fat, which brought an average price of 
491% cents a pound. In the report Mr. 
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Shoffner gives the production of each 
of his cows and also a detailed ac- 
count of his herd, calves and bulls, as 
well as cows. His Holsteins are 
stabled in a modern and sanitary barn 
and miked with an electric milker.”

DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE 
MILK PRICES 

The February net pool prices to be 
paid members of the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperation Association, Inc., 
is $2 per 100 pounds for 3.5 milk at 
the 201-210 mile zone. 

This price is eight cents below the 
January return, an announcement 
from the League says, which adds 
that several factors enter in the de- 
cline. 


The Class 2 price was 20 cents per 
100 pounds lower than January, says 
the League, while milk for fluid mark- 
et was at a lower level in several up- 
state markets. Begause of surplus 
supplies dumped into the markets by 
unorganized producers through inde- 
pendent dealers selling prices were 
lower than in a long time. 

Another important factor, however, 
was the increased production during 
February. During more than half of 








March 21, 1931 
the month production was eight 


pounds per day per dairy above what 
it was last year. This was caused 
primarily by freshening of additional 
cows. This fact alone accounts for 
three cents of the decline in the pool 
price. 

Outlets for surplus’ milk 
flooded all through the month. Much 
of this milk had to be marketed at 
prices that bought only $1 or less per 
100 pounds. The fluid markets are 
consuming eight percent less milk 
than they were at this time a year 
ago, and butter and cheese prices are 
the lowest in a quarter of a century.

From the fifteen high ranking 
competitors, ten will be selected, 
on the basis of rank in contest, 
other experience in judging dairy 
cattle, and experience with dairy 
cattle to receive special training in 
judging dairy cattle during the 
spring quarter.

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Utah Breeders Meet 


By H. A. MATHIESEN 


The Utah State Holstein Breeders 
Association held its annual meeting 
at the Utah State Agricultural College 
at Logan, Utah, on March 9. The at- 
tendance at the meeting was the 
best in its history. All breeders felt 
that the low prices were nearing the 
end and that business should soon 
improve. 

The meeting was opened by Mr. C. 
H. Erickson, President of the State 
association, from Salt Lake City, who 
has his herd at Filmore, Utah. He 
highly complimented the other of- 
ficers of the state association for the 
keen interest and enthusiasm dis- 
played by them in the advancement 
of the Holstein industry. His report 
revealed that Utah had made a gain 
of 750% in members of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America in 
1930 over 1929. 


Mr. Erickson especially compli- 
mented the state association for the 
program they have put over through 
the spring shows. Ten spring Hol- 
stein shows were staged in the state, 
seven of which were held for the first 
time. It is the plan of the state Hol- 
stein association to stage three ad- 
ditional spring Black and White shows 
this year. 

Mr. Merill N. Warnick, Secretar- 
Treasurer of the state association 
Pleasant Grove, of Utah County, gave 
the Secretary-Treasurer’s report show- 
ing that the membership of the state 
association during 1930 was the 
greatest it had ever been during the 
entire 20 years of the history of the 
Utah State Holstein Association. 

Dr. D. E. Madsen, Professor of Ani- 
mal Pathology, Utah Experiment Sta- 
tion, Logan, gave a most practical dis- 
cussion on “Plans for Eradication of 
Abortion from Utah dairy herds.”

presence of this disease in their herds, 
giving a summary of a number of 
various herds wherein the loss had 
amounted to between $34 to $139 per 
abortion. Three methods of control 
and eradication were advised depend- 
ing upon the prevalence of the disease 
in the herd. 

1. If only a small number of re- 
actors, to dispose of them and main- 
tain sanitary conditions in so far as 
possible to continue the remaining 
herd as a clean herd. 

2. If a sufficient number react to 
maintain two herds. 

3. In case a large percentage or a 
majority of the herd react positively 
to the blod test to isolate the calves 
as soon as dropped and from them 
to eventually start a new herd. 

Mr. W. W. Owens, County Agri- 
cultural Agent leader for Utah then 
reported on the 4-H calf club project 
in Utah during 1930, Mr. Owens mak- 
ing this report for Mr. D. P. Murray, 
State Leader of Boys and Girls 4-H 
club work, who was unable, due to 
field work, to be present. His report 
revealed that $45,375 had been ex- 
pended by 459 boys and 19 girls in 
calf club work in Utah for dairy club 
calves during 1930. This work or- 
ganized and maintained during this 
year in 47 towns and 19 counties in 
the state through 54 clubs. Mr. Mur- 
ray in his report and Mr. Owens both 
expressed the greatest appreciation 
of the fine support of the 
54 local leaders and for. the 
keen interest and support of the 
breeders in this fine work. A study 
of the report revealed that 61% of all 
4-H calves in the State are Holstein 
calves. Following this report the 
convention adopted resolutions ex- 
pressing appreciation to Professor 
Geo. B. Caine, Head of the Dept. of 
Dairy Husbandry, Utah Agricultural 
College; Mr. D. P. Murray, State Club 
Leader and also for the assistance 
rendered by the County Agent staff 
for their active support in assisting 
in the various programs in the pro- 
motion of better cattle for the state 
of Utah. 

Considerable discussion was then 
made from the floor in the support of 
calf club work on the part of the 
breeders. Without a doubt 4-H calf 
club work will be the major project 
of the local county Holstein units 
during 1931. 

A resolution was also adopted ask- 
ing all fairs in Utah to change their 
dairy cattle classification or get of 
sire to read “Four animals, either 
sex, any age, not more than 2 bulls.” 
Previously one or more bulls were 
requiring a bull in this group is not 
the past few seasons indicates that 
reqiuring a bull in this group in not 
popular with the breeders.

H. A. Mathiesen, Representative of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America reported on the progress of 
the breed in the Northwest and es- 
pecially in Utah during the past year. 
He especially complimented the Utah 
Holstein breeders on their program of 
successfully promoting ten _ spring 
Black and White shows during 1930. 
Seven of these were held for the first 
time. Three additional shows will be 
added this spring to the other ten 
shows so successfully started. He 
also stated that Utah had in 1930, 
through their Utah State fair at Salt 
Lake City, put over the largest Hol- 
stein show in the Pacific Northwest in 
1930.

A TYPE AND PRODUCTION STUDY 


In the January issue of Dairy Tri- 
bune appeared a very interesting ar- 
ticle by Prof. E. N. Hansen, of Iowa 
State College, summarizing the pro- 
duction records of the Guernsey win- 
ners at the National Dairy Exposition 
for the past twelve years. Of the 
twelve first place winners in the aged 
cow class during this period, eleven 
are credited with A. R. records av- 
eraging 694 lbs. fat, 13,799 lbs. milk at 
the age of 4 years, and 88 out of 100 
cows placing in the money in the aged 
Guernsey class during this period 
have records averaging 678 lbs. fat, 13,- 
370 lbs. milk at an average age of 4 
years, 5 months. Similarly during the 
same period, 68 four-year-olds of this 
breed out of 88 listed as placing in- 
side the money at the National, 
show an average of 610 lbs. fat 
11,987 lbs. milk at an average 
age of 3 years, 8 months. In the three 
year old class, 69 heifers out of 99 
listed as prize winners have records 
averaging 583 lbs. fat, 11,224 lbs. milk 
at an average age of 3 years, 3 months.

NEW HAMPSHIRE OUTLINES 
Economy Program 


How to ‘‘get by’’ in the dairy bus- 
iness in 1931 was outlined recently 
by a special committee consisting of 
two leading dairymen from each 
town in the areas covered by seven 
meetings in the leading dairy coun- 
ties of New Hampshire. A total of 
600 farmers attended these gather- 


ings, proving, according to Geo. L. 
Waugh, extension dairy specialist of 
the University of New Hampshire, 
that “they are not waiting mildly 


for better days.’’ 

The suggestions of this committee 
are as follows: (1) Reduced feed- 
ing of grain. (2) Early cutting of 
hay, starting June 20 to 25. (3) 
Fall feeding of fields hayed in June. 
(4) Use of fertilizer on pastures. 
(5) Seeding of annual legumes such 
as peas with oats or vetch, or soy 
beans with Hungarian. (6) Addi- 
tional units for milkers on large 
herds to reduce chore time. 

The general run of dairymen 
have reduced grain one-third to 
one-fourth of the herd as a whole, 
many of them feeding one pound of 
grain to four of milk, and those 
with the best roughage even one to 
five, it was learned at the meetings. 
The general recommendation of the 
committee was that the reduction 
should come on the lower pro- 
ducers. 

The value of early-cut hay was 
unquestioned by the  dairymen. 
Many have had ample opportunity 
to check it since they have gotten 
down to the first hay put in their 
mows last summer. Many of their 
cows that are well along in milk 
have been carried for two months 


on early hay and silage with no 
grain. Some of the herds have 


shown actual increases of eight to 
ten per cent when put on good hay 
with grain kept the same. 

The general feeling also was that 
money spent for pasture fertiliza- 
tion this spring would be well in- 
vested.

N. Y. TESTS OVER ONE MILLION 
HEAD 


A substantially increased number of 
cattle were tested for tuberculosis in 
New York State last year as com- 
pared with the previous year and with 
a material drop in percentage of re- 
actors, according to the figures just 
made public by Dr. E. T. Faulder, 
director of the New York Bureau of 
Animal Industry. The figures as an- 
nounced for 1930 total 1,130,271 head 
tested in 91,654 herds. Of these, 
54,651 reacted as tubercular, or 4.8%. 
In 1929, a total of 913,715 cattle were 
tested in 79,944 herds, with 52,284 
animals condemned as tubercular, or 
5.7%. 


WHY COWS GO HAYWIIRE 


One of the frequent sources of loss 
on the dairy farm is usually overlook- 
ed, but is quite avoidable. So often 
we hear of some valuable cow or bull 
dying suddenly. The owner at first 
attributes his loss to acute indigestion 
or heart disease, but a post-mortem 
examination discloses a piece of hay 
wire, a nail or similar sharp pieces of 
metal, piercing the heart or other vi- 
tal organ. The number of these cases 
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reported is great enough to justify 
calling attention to the danger and to 
point out the need for care in dispos- 
ing of hay wire or anything else of 
similar nature that might be taken up 
with the feed. Cattle swallow their feed 
with little, if any, chewing so they 
are particularly liable to this trouble. 
The good cows go the “hay wire” 
route because they are the better 
feeders and bulls are even more sub- 
ject to hay wire disease because hay 
constitutes a larger proportion their 
ration and because as a rule, less at- 
tention is given to their feeding. 

Let’s put the hay wire and nails in 
a safe place! 
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The Eastern States Exposition re- 
ports an attendance of 305,527 for its 
1930 show, which was only 2% per 
cent less than its record figure of 
1929. While many fairs suffered fin- 
ancial losses last year, the Eastern 
States Exposition made a net profit 
of $6,456.49 and its statement as of 
December 31 shows cash and current 
assets of $67,741.86, and total assets 
including land, buildings and equip- 
ment, at cost value less depreciation, 
totalling $1,450,214.50. Joshua L. 
Brooks, was reelected president of the 
Exposition Company and Charles A. 
Nash, general manager.
